PROFESSOR HAYMO TAEUBER 


Professor Haymo Taeuber, Conductor 
of the 1965 Workshop Symphony Or¬ 
chestra, was born in Graz, Austria, and 
is a graduate of the Academy of Music 
and Fine Arts in Vienna, in piano, coun¬ 
terpoint and composition. He received 
the Diploma with Honours from the 
Masterclass for Conductors under Felix 
von Weingartner. 

He has served as conductor at the 
Operahouses in Graz, Brezlau and Vi¬ 
enna, and as conductor for opera pro¬ 
ductions with the Austrian Broadcasting 
Corporation. He was musical director 
of the Vienna Boys’ Choir and of the 
Vienna Hofmusikkapelle (the former 
Chapel of the Imperial Court). 

In addition to terms as conductor of 
the Philharmonic Orchestras of Graz, 
London, Brussels, Belgrade, Zagreb, 
Ankara, Goteborg, and Teheran, Profes- 
so Taeuber was Musical Director of the 
Philharmonic State Orchestra of Ankara, 
and of the State Symphony Orchesrta 
and Choir in Teheran. 

Since 1963 he has been permanent 
conductor and musical director of the 
Philharmonic Orchestra of Calgary, and 
was the founder of the Philharmonic 
Choir of Calgary. 

Professor Taeuber, who now resides 
in Calgary, will conduct the Symphony 
Orchestra at the Provincial Band and 
Orchestra Workshop.
